change in academic restrictions 
is being sought by the Univer­ 
sity of California and the Cali-i 
forma State Colleges to open 
the doors of learning to more 
low-incorne and minority group 
students. 


The proposal, being reviewed 
today and Tuesday by the Co­ 
ordinating Council for Higher 
Education 
in 
San 
Francisco, 
would mean a change in the 
|state’s Master Plan for Higher 
Education. 


The 
master plan 
now 
re­ 
quires the university to select 
freshmen from the top 12K per 
cent of the high school gradu­ 
ates in the state. State colleges 
select students from the to p 
third of the class. 


Two per cent of the students 
enrolled may be exempted from 
the admissions rule. 


But now a report prepared by 
the Joint Legislative Commit­ 
tee on Higher Education says 
th e exemptions should be in­ 
creased. If not increased, the 
report said, 
the 
2 
per 
cent 
should be used only to admit 
low income and minority group 
students—not athletes 
or stu­ 
dents with talent in a specified 
area. 


“ We should make sure the 
additonal 
2 per cent 
\$ used 
entirely 
for 
disadvantaged,” 
said Kenneth A. Martyn, vice 
president for academic affairs 
at the State College at Los An­ 
geles. Martyn’s comments were 
made in the legislative report. 


Martyn pointed out that dis­ 
advantaged students often lack 
motivation or money to go to 
college, but that once admitted 
they do as well as, or better 
than, the average for all fresh­ 
men. 


Martyn’s report to the legisla­ 
tive committee also suggested 
some added advantages for the 


disadvantaged student. He said 
they should be given pre-coi- 
lege counseling by college stu­ 
dents — particularly those who 
came from a minority group. 
He said campuses should pro­ 
vide special study and tutorial 
centers for commuter students 
who 
have 
no 
home 
study 
space. 


And he suggested that mem­ 
bers of minority groups who 
have 
succeeded 
professionally 
should visit campuses and en­ 
courage students whose finan­ 
cial and social standing pro­ 
vide only discouragement.

—Use the word in a sentence. 
Say the sentence aloud to accus­ 


tom yourself to instantaneous 
recognition through hearing. 
Each of the special abilities 
in the use of a word reinforces 
the student’s ability to use it in 
one of the other situations.

Wills is scheduled to bring the 
seedling trees back from Wash­ 
ington, D.C., this week and Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts and Camp 
Fire Girls are to do the plant­ 
ing.

while Wills is there to accept 


Pomona’s award in the nation­ 
al cleanest cities contest. Each 
tree represents one of the origi­ 
nal 13 colonies. 
Brownell said he considered 
the link to George Washington 
via cherry trees was appropri­ 
ate because the first President 
was interested in measures to 
promote land and water trans­ 
portation at the first Congress.

IF IT’S TRU E there’s a sucker born every minute, it 
follows that there’s a new racket or an old one warmed 
over tried out on the guillible public almost as often. 
Most of us are wary of such whiskered con games as 
pigeon drops or door-to-door roof tar sales. But there’s al­ 
ways some new angle to part you from some hard-earned 
bucks and give you nothing in return. 
Tom Dacus, who lives in La Verne and has an insur­ 
ance office in Pomona, received a letter last December from 
“ Spotlight on Campus ’67-’68.” It informed him that his daugh­ 
ter, Susanne, a student at Hardin-Simmons University in Tex­ 
as, had been selected for inclusion in “ Spotlight,” a sort of 
“ Who’s Who” publication for outstanding students on the 
Abilene, Tex., campus. 
“ ‘Spotlight on Campus’ will be a treasured possession 
of the home library and will be most important to your 
student as a trophy today and a reference in the years to 
come,” the letter said. And, the letter added, wouldn't the 
parent please forward a .$5 filing fee to have his student's 
background sketch printed. 
Well, most of us would have mailed off $5 
the next day, 
bursting with pride over the recognition being given our son 
or daughter. 
So did Dacus but he also decided to do a little bit of 
checking. He wrote the university inquiring about “ Spotlight.” 
Back came the answer. Hardin-Simmons officials knew 
nothing about the “ Spotlight” program and definitely had not 
sanctioned it. It had come to their attention that a number 
of parents of students were receiving such letters, apparent­ 
ly sent by someone who had obtained a list of students’ 
home addresses. 
And Dacus has learned further that similar solicitations 
have been worked at other colleges. 
Incidentally, he isn’t 
waiting with baited breath for the appearance of “ Spotlight.” 
But Texas postal inspectors would like to have a talk with 
the “ Spotlight” publisher. 
The moral is simply this: no matter how authentic,'au­ 
thorized and honest any mail solicitation appears, a double 
check may save the recipient both embarrassment and money. 
Because there's always a new con game being dreamed 
up. 


SICK, SICK, SICK — While we’re on the subject of peo­ 
ple who prey on others. . . 
An Upland man called the other day. An article on his 
son, an airman stationed at an Illinois Air Force Base, had 
appeared in the Progress-Bulletin a couple of days before. 
The next day the Upland man received a call. His son 
had been involved in an accident at the air base and was 
seriously injured, the caller said. The caller told the parent 
to meet him at a certain place later that day for further 
information. 
Of course, the caller never showed up. But the Upland 
couple were in a frenzy until they were able to check out 
the story and find out it was only a cruel hoax. 
What causes some sick-sick people to call families of 
servicemen and report them killed or injured? Who knows? 
But there is a way to guard against being taken in by such 


misinformation. 
If a serviceman is injured the next of kin will receive 
a wire from the government. If a serviceman is killed a uni­ 
formed representative will call personally to break the news. 
Any other sort of message should be regarded as so me­

A Pomona fireman, Richard 
Haycock, injured his back fight­ 
ing a fire in the main produc­ 
tion building and warehouse at 
Pascoe Steel, 1201 E . Lexing­ 
ton Ave., S u n d a y morning. 
Damage was estimated at $24, 
000. 
The fire destroyed production, 
inventory and shipping records

When and if Los Angelos County ever gets a rapid 
transit sy stem there is a good bet that it will not 
be financed out of the p rop erty tax.

financing should not rely on the property tax, except 
for a token contribution!.

tax to build the first stag e of the sy stem . 
T he com m ittee also rep orted to the district di­ 
re ctors that the com m unity desires m ore sy stem to 
be built than contained in the prelim inary report 
The tra nsit directors responded that the additional 
seg m ents should be scheduled tor first-stage develop­ 
m ent if the L egislature provides the additional funds 


needed.

A lternate financing w hich the L egislature m a\ 
consider includes the sales tax on gasoline, increased 
in lieu ta x on m otor vehicles and general sales lax. 
A bond issue for construction of a transit sy stem 
that depends on anv one of these financing pioposals 
is apt to be as unp alata ble to the g eneral publi 
the prop erty tax m ethod.

Shutter bugging 


Frequently, when filling out those inter­ 
minable questionnaires at the Ketchum & 
Gougem E-Z Credit Loan Company (“ Your 
credit is good! No questions asked!’’), 
Ï 
note down, under “ Hobbies?” photography. I 
think this sort of lends tone to the plea. 
In fact I do take pictures—snapshots we 
used to call them. Now people talk about 
Kodachrome slides and Ektacolor prints and 
16 mm what-nots. All this jabber atout shutter 
speed and stop openings and depth-of-field. 
Pooh. I aim the camera and click the shut­ 
ter. If it’s a good picture, fine. That’s what 
1 paid for when 1 bought the camera. If it's 
not good, then the camera has a flaw in it. 


THE SALES CHAP told me the camera 
was fool-proof, but I fooled him. It is not 
me-proof. He told me the camera focuses 
itself. I ’m still waiting. He said the little 
whatchamacallit on the front prevents double 
exposures. I have since got more double ex­ 
posures than a topless dancer. He said it was 
Impossible to over-expose a picture in ordin­ 
ary sunlight—how did I know he meant with 
my back to the sun? 
Generally I have what you might call in­ 
different success with the camera. “ Here’s a 
picture of the kids,” I say to a friend. “ Well, 
their legs, anyway. The sneakers are Jimmy, 
the bare knees are Lucy, and that’s Bill’s 
jeans on the end.” Obviously the view finder 
was out of whack. 


“ Here’s a good one of Mt. Shasta—just to 
the left of my thumb. This is our dog stand­ 
ing by a bush—sort of hard to tell which 


is which, isn’t it, ha, ha. He wouldn’t sit 
still.” 


The bush wouldn’t either, apparently. Or 
the fence and house behind him. Possibly we 
were having an earthquake when I shot that. 
There is, for any photographer, a thrill of 
anticipation when he gets his film back from 
the drug store to see if the pictures “ came 
out.” To this eagerness I add my curiosity to 
see what I took. 
I shoot about one picture a month, and 
by the time the roll is used up, I have long 
since forgotten who or what featured in the 
early scenes. I am waiting now for a batch 
of pictures that will include, if m e m o r y 
serves me, Mother’s visit last June, the va­ 
cation trip to Cucamonga, a football game, 
Thanksgiving dinner, and Christmas morning. 


THERE ARE ALSO a few Hash shots I 
made, if memory serves me, and I ’m afraid 
it does—that I would just as soon didn’t come 
out. Snapshots remind us of our happy times, 
but also of our too-happy times. Well, I ’ll tear 
them up before I get home, tell my wife 
“ they didn’t come out.” 
Anyway, photography is a lot of fun, 
whether you use film or not. In fact, it’s 
more fun not to. And a lot cheaper, too.

Such incidents have become relatively rare, but occa­ 
sionally occur despite improvements in design, materials 
and construction which have steadily improved tire depend­ 
ability. How'ever, these advances have also limited the 
driver's opportunities to learn to control the automobile. 
“ The principal importance of the simulator is that it 
gives the student a real-life, at-the-wheel knowledge of what 
actually happens to a car when a tire suddenly goes flat,” 
C. J. Brady, GM Proving Ground director, explained. “ The 
instructor is there as a safety measure and the flat can be 
restaged until the student learns to do the right things.” 
A flat tire should be of no serious consequence to a 
normally attentive experienced driver, Brady explained.

There, celebrants will see the 
inaugural landing at the $68,000 
heliport by a Los Angeles Air­ 
ways helicopter on a regularly 
scheduled commuter flight. 
On

craft will be 13 cherry trees to 
be accepted by Mayor Richard 
Brownell for planting adjacent 
to the landing pad. 
C i t y Councilman Randolph 
Wilis is scheduled to bring the 
seedling trees back from Wash­ 
ington, D.C., this week and Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts and Camp 
Fire Girls are to do the plant­ 
ing. 
Washington officials are pre­ 
senting 
the 
trees 
as

gift 
while Wills is there to accept 


Pomona’s award in the nation­ 
al cleanest cities contest. Each 
tree represents one of the origi­ 
nal 13 colonies. 
Brownell said he considered 
the link to George Washington 
via cherry trees was appropri­ 
ate because the first President 
was interested in measures to 
promote land and water trans­ 
portation at the first Congress. 
The mayor added: 
“ We are proud to honor him at 
our center here by sharing with 
the City of Washington in the 
cherry tree legend.”

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Rapid Transit Plans 
Snagged by Financing 


When and if Los Angeles County ever gets a rapid 
transit system there is a good bet that it will not 
be financed out of the property tax. 
The Rapid Transit D istrict’s planning and finance 
committee, in its evaluation of the public attitude 
toward the proposed system , c o n c l u d e d that system 
financing should not rely on the property tax, except 
for a token contribution. There is an almost uni­ 
versal community opposition to it. 
With this information the RTD board of directors 
has tossed the ball to the Legislature recommending 
that the state provide an alternate to the propert\ 
tax to build the first stage of the 
The committee also reported 


to the 
system. 
to the district di­ 
rectors that the community desires more system to 
be built than contained in the preliminary report. 
The transit directors responded that the additional 
segments should be scheduled for first-stage develop­ 
ment if the Legislature provides the additional funds 
needed.

Alternate financing which the Legislature max 
consider includes the sales tax on gasoline, increased 
in lieu tax on motor vehicles and general sales lax. 
A bond issue for construction of a transit system 
that depends on anv one of these financing proposals 
is apt to be as unpalatable to the general public as 
the property tax method. 
So far all of the financing proposals that have 
been considered are either discriminatory or 
don’t stand a chance of getting voter approval 
November.

There is some question in most people s minds 
that the rapid transit system propped is really 
right answer to the problem. Until the proponent 
rapid transit can convince the general public 
indeed the multimillion dollar system is im perative 
and superior to any othei transportation method, pub 
lie or private, success at the poll 
point.

Shutterbugging

Frequently, when filling out those inter­ 
minable questionnaires at the Ketchum & 
G ou gem E-Z Credit Loan Company (“ Your 
credit is good! No questions asked!“ ), 
I 
note down, under “ Hobbies?” photography. I 
think this sort of lends tone to the plea. 
In fact I do take pictures—snapshots we 
used to call them. Now people talk about 
Kodachrome slides and Ektacolor prints and 
16 mm what-nots. All this jabber about shutter 
speed and stop openings and depth-of-field. 
Pooh, I aim the camera and click the shut­ 
ter. If it’s a good picture, fine. That’s what 
I paid for when 1 bought the camera. If it’s 
not good, then the camera has a flaw in it. 


THE SALES CHAP told me the camera 
was fool-proof, but I fooled him. It is not 
me-proof. He told me the camera focuses 
itself, Pm still waiting. He said the little 
whatchamacallit on the front prevents double 
exposures. I have since got more double ex­ 
posures than a topless dancer. He said it was 
impossible to over-expose a picture in ordin­ 
ary sunlight—how did I know he meant with 
my back to the sun? 
Generally I have what you might call in­ 
different success with the camera. “ Here’s a 
picture of the kids,” I say to a friend. “ Well, 
their legs, anyway. The sneakers are Jimmy, 
the bare knees are Lucy, and that’s Bill’s 
jeans on the end.’’ Obviously the view finder 
was out of whack. 


“ Here’s a good one of Mt. Shasta—just to , 
the left of my thumb. This is our dog stand­ 
ing by a bush—sort of hard to tell which 
is which, isn’t it, ha, ha. He wouldn’t sit 
still.” 


The bush wouldn’t either, apparently. Or 
the fence and house behind him. Possibly we 
were having an earthquake when I shot that. 
There is, for any photographer, a thrill of 
anticipation when he gets his film back from 
the drug store to see if the pictures “ came 
out.” To this eagerness I add my curiosity to 
see what I took. 
I shoot about one picture a month, and 
by the time the roll is used up, I have long 
since forgotten who or what featured in the 
early scenes. I am waiting now for a batch 
of pictures that will include, if m e m o r y 
serves me, Mother’s visit last June, the va­ 
cation trip to Cucamonga, a football game, 
Thanksgiving dinner, and Christmas morning. 


THERE ARE ALSO a few flash shots I 
made, if memory serves me, and I’m afraid 
it does—that I would just as soon didn’t come 
out. Snapshots remind us of our happy times, 
but also of our too-happy times. Well, I’ll tear 
them up before I get home, tell my wife 
“ they didn’t come out.” 
Anyway, photography is a lot of fun, 
whether you use film or not. In fact, it's 
more fun not to. And a lot cheaper, too.
